The proposed claim is probably acceptable. It should 
be pointed out that the real distinction here is the presence in 
the Leeds formulation of a plasticiser which is not employed in 
our case; a plasticizer is not strictly a non-solvent, and in fact 
may be a solvent under certain conditions. 

I have discussed with Dr. Osdene and Mr. Palmer the 
advisability of continuing prosecution of these "MP resin” cases 
and we have decided that there should be no more effort 
expended in view of the reputation of PVC.
